NEW YORK If you’re looking for an extra bar- 
gain before the holidays, you may only have 
to ask. 

With holiday sales shaping up to be the 
lowest in years, possibly the worst since 
the industry began annual comparisons in 
1969, retailers say they’re taking consumers’ 
demands for good deals seriously Some are 
extending return policies, while others are 
matching competitors’ prices. Many are 
volunteering on-the-spot discounts and even 
letting customers haggle prices down from 
what’s marked in a desperate bid to make the 
cash register ring. 

“You’d have to be a moron not to ask for 
a discount,” said Stephen Hoch, a retailing 


HAPPY RETURNS 

Some retailers are giving consumers more 
wiggle room for returns instead of haggling 
over prices. Even Circuit City, which has filed 
for Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection, has 
extended its holiday return deadline to Jan. 
31, said spokesman Jim Babb.

More and more consumers are doing just 
that, treating a trip to the mall like a visit to 
the used car lot. 

Allen Chen, a part-time cashier at a J. Crew 
store in White Plains, N.Y., said shoppers 
with two-month-old receipts are asking 
for partial refunds for items now on sale. 
Normally, the store’s policy is to refund the 
difference between an item’s purchase price 
and a later sale price only if it goes on sale 
within seven days of the purchase. 

“When I tell them it is past the seven-day 


policy, they tell me that they will just return it 
and re-buy it” at the sale price, he said, adding 
that his store managers are now allowing 
customers to do so most of the time. 

Shoppers also are being far more savvy 
about asking retailers to match a competitor’s 
lower price. 

While shopping for Blu-ray discs at an 
L. A. Best Buy, Luis Levy used his cell phone 
to check the price at nearby competitors. 
Each disc was $10 cheaper at Circuit City 
or Wal-Mart. Best Buy matched the lower 
prices. 

Diana Thang, manager of Grace Jewelers 
near San Francisco’s Union Square, said she 
and her staff are bargaining more than she 
ever has in two-plus decades in the business. 
But it’s not working wonders. 

“They have a budget,” Thang said of most 
customers this season. “We give a low, low 
price and they still can’t accept it. They’re 
looking at more than $1,000 stuff, and they 
want to spend $200 or $300.”

Stressed out? Try emptying your head for relief

All Joanie Schultz wants for the holidays is a 
cure for brain overload. 

Schultz, 30, is experiencing the typical sea- 
sonal pressures: She has to shop for presents 
with less money than in years past and brave 
the busy airports to fly home to Aspen to see 
her family On top of that, Schultz is direct- 
ing “In Arabia We’d All Be Kings” at the Steep 
Theatre in Edgewater. 

The play opens Jan. 15, with rehearsals run- 
ning up to the holidays, then restarting after 
New Tear’s Day 

“I stress myself out,” said Schultz of the 
West Loop. “It always gets worse this time 
of year with the holidays and the days getting 
shorter. It doesn’t feel like I have as much free 
time.” 

Schultz said she typically unwinds through 
her weekly acupuncture appointment, hot 
baths and a glass of wine (red in the winter 
and white in the summer). But mostly she 
relies on the yoga class at her West Loop gym 
to help set her thoughts aside. “I always feel 
hugely relieved after that,” she said. 

Could emptying your head be the best 
medicine? Recent studies actually tout the 
benefits of not thinking. Among the findings: 
that resting makes people eat less, that for- 
getting information is crucial to mind func- 
tion and that napping boosts memory 

This is good news for Chicago, named 
America’s most stressful city by forbes.com 
in September. The magazine found that 
Chicago’s unemployment rate, pricey gas, 
high population density and rather poor air 
quality “create a perfect storm of stress.” Add 
holiday pressure to that equation and you’ve 
got an avalanche of angst. 

While therapists and holistic healers say it 
is critical to relieve stress— especially to pre- 
vent a weakened immune system— one neu- 
roscientist stressed the importance of picking 
the right time to let your brain slack. 

“Tbu wouldn’t want your surgeon’s mind 


wandering,” said Mark Jung-Beeman, a 
Northwestern associate professor of brain, 
behavior and cognition studies. “The optimal 
time for letting your mind relax is when you 
aren’t making progress ... and your regular, 
focused thinking isn’t helping you.” 

So if you’re all stressed up with nowhere 
to go for the holidays, RedEye has compiled 
a list of sensible ways your brain can take a 
vacation. 

Food for thought 

Good news for couch potatoes: A Canadian 
study recently determined that intellectual 
tasks make people eat more than if they sim- 
ply rested. 

In the study, female students were split 
into three groups and asked to either relax 
in a sitting position, read and summarize a 
text or complete a series of computer tests. 
After the tasks, the students were invited 
to pig out. The students who rested ate 203 
fewer calories than those who completed the 
reading-writing task and consumed 253 fewer 
calories than the students who did the com- 
puter work. 

Researchers concluded the brain needs 
energy to function, and that mental tasks 
caused more fluctuation in glucose (sugar) 
levels than during the rest periods. 

That’s why you should avoid sugary soda to 
keep your brain relaxed and instead drink fruit 
juices, green tea and especially water, which 
is the “No. i way to relax your brain,” said 
Souldancer of the Memor Spa in Naperville. 
Dehydration causes the body to secrete stress 
hormones. 

No thanks for the memories 

Can’t remember what you did last night? 
Good thing. Scientists have found that for- 
getting bits and pieces of information will 
help you recall more significant facts in the 
future. 

“We focus so much on memory that for- 
getting has been maligned,” Gayatri Devi, a 


neuropsychiatrist and memory expert in New 
Tbrk City, told the Wall Street Journal. “But 
if you didn’t forget, you’d recall all kinds of 
extraneous information from your life that 
would drown you in a sea of inefficiency” 

Sleep on the brain 

Tbu snooze, you lose your forgetfulness. In a 
study reported earlier this year, researchers 
from the City College of the City University 
of New York found that students who took 
a nap between taking memory tests had 
higher scores than students who watched TV 
between tests. 

Naps are increasing in popularity among 
busy professionals. Earlier this year, the 
Kohler Waters Spa in Burr Ridge began offer- 
ing a 60 -minute massage with a 15-minute 
restorative nap service for $150. 

Kelly Kroemer of Naperville swears by 


her daily naps. Kroemer, 32, said she typi- 
cally takes a two-hour snooze after dropping 
her two sons off at school. “It helps a lot,” 
Kroemer said. “It’s good to sit back and relax 
and rest my brain.” 

Meditate and breathe 

Just breathe. Classes at the Inner 
Metamorphosis University on the far North 
Side utilize a form of meditation called silent 
sitting. Participants sit in “a very wakeful 
state of being quiet,” said Amona Buechler, 
an Inner Metamorphosis instructor. The 
technique involves focusing on sensing and 
feeling and not thinking. Meditators distance 
themselves from stressful thoughts to create 
a feeling of calmness and inspire constructive 
thinking in the future, Buechler said. 

At the Stress Relief Center in Northbrook, 
director and founder Howard Weissman 
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said he teaches 6 to lo different types of 
breathing techniques to calm the brain. 

Beth Miller Kloss of New Lenox said she 
hasn’t taken a class to meditate, but she’s 
practiced deep breathing and “imagining 
my happy place” at home. Kloss found 
that meditation doesn’t really help her 
relax her brain when she’s thinking about 
major worries, such as paying her bills. 

“It just depends on the situation,” said 
Kloss, 30. 

“When stressing about little stuff, it 
helps to distract me from that.” 

strike a pose 

At the Dahn Yoga Tai Chi Meditation 
studios in Chicago, practitioners engage 
in “brain respiration” through a five-step 
process designed to relax the brain with 
physical and mental exercises. 



Stretching in a style similar to tradi- 
tional yoga and martial arts awakens the 
body’s senses, a gentle shaking of the body 
increases blood circulation and focusing on 
the mind creates more positive thoughts, 
said Melissa Koci, a Dahn yoga instruc- 
tor in Arizona who previously worked at 
a Dahn center in Northbrook. 

“Even after a few classes, people find that 
they are physically more relaxed, they can 
concentrate and they have more energy and 
hope for lasting changes,” Koci said. 

It’s hypnotic 

Hypnosis, which involves talking directly 
to the subconscious mind to change hab- 
its and patterns, creates a relaxed state 
and brain, said Rebecca Lauer, who owns 
Hypnosis Chicago in Streeterville. 

People under hypnosis focus on one goal

or image and try to guide unnecessary data 
from their mind, Lauer said. The hypnotist 
quiets the patient’s mind and relaxes his or 
her body, then adds mental imagery and 
positive suggestion. People who are hyp- 
notized often sleep better, Lauer said, and 
their memory may improve as a result. 

“Hypnosis is a great stress reliever,” 
Lauer said. “It’s meditation with a goal.” 

Austin Cook of Batavia said he’s never 
tried hypnosis but he’d like to see if it 
works. Cook, 20, said he’s heard mixed 
reviews from his friends about hypnosis. 

“People I’ve talked to tried to do it to 
stop smoking. Some people said it worked. 
Some people said it didn’t really work on 
them,” Cook said. 

“I’d like to see what it feels like to be 
hypnotized if it can be done.”

Cruel, cruel winter 


First the bone-numbing

Forecasters painted a portrait of misery 
for Tuesday afternoon, predicting 2 to 4 
more inches of snow followed by sleet and 
freezing rain at night. 

“It’s just painful,” said Dave Campbell, 
45, a construction worker who worked 
outdoors on a steam condensation line at 
the University of Chicago for eight hours 
Monday “The time goes by very slow. It’s 
almost like having a real bad hangover. Tbu 
know eventually the pain will be over, it’s 
just not a good feeling.” 

Officials issued warnings and opened 
warming shelters. 

So what about people who actually work 
outdoors? Well, they prepared the best they 
could. 


WHAT TO EXPECT 

According to the National Weather Service, 
a winter weather advisory is in effect from 
4 a.m. Tuesday until 3 a.m. Wednesday. 
Snow is expected to start around sunrise 
Tuesday and continue through much of 
the day. About 2 to 4 inches is expected 
by evening before precipitation changes 
to sleet, freezing rain and eventually plain 
rain early Wednesday. Rain will change 
back to snow before ending Wednesday, 
but no significant accumulations are 
expected at this time. 

Henry Casteel, a bell ringer for the 
Salvation Army, arrived at North Michigan 
Avenue on Tuesday wearing three pairs 
of socks, two pairs of pants, thermal long 
underwear, three sweaters, a hooded 
sweatshirt, a hat, a face mask and two pairs 
of gloves for his six-hour shift.

“This is what football’s supposed to be,” 
said Jeff Stevens, 52, of Rossville, Ind. A 
shipping manager for a frozen food company 
he said 20 below zero is his daily workplace 
reality 

Packers fan Josh Baumann, 24, of 
Sheboygan, Wis., stood with a can of Miller 
Lite in one hand and a fork in the other. 
Instead of using the fork for food, he used 
it to consume a beer-turned-slushy in the 
frozen temperatures. 

Joy Christopher, a 30 -year-old credit 
manager in Chicago, also seemed unfazed 
by the frigid temps. Christopher said that 
during the last Bears-Packers at Soldier Field 
a year ago, her pants caught on fire when she 
stepped too close to a propane heater. She 
and another tailgater “just patted it out and 
kept going.”

Obama’s 
gray area

President-elect 
Obama is looking 
more and more 
presidential every 
day — that’s if you 
count the gray 
hairs. 

Many 
American presidents have transformed 
while they were in office from fresh-faced, 
energetic men with heads full of dark hair 
to gray-haired, aged versions of their 
former selves. Obama— not even in the 
White House yet— is sporting salt-and- 
pepper hair that lately has a lot more salt. 

The assumption may be that the stress 
of the campaign trail and the transition— 
not to mention the weight of the country’s 
problems on his shoulders— could have 
something to do with it. But does stress 
really cause gray hair? 

It depends, said Dr. Heather Wickless, 
an assistant professor of dermatology 
at Northwestern University’s Feinberg 
School of Medicine. 

“Graying is poorly understood,” she 
said. 

“Some people go gray at a young age, so 
there is some genetics involved.” 

But some research shows that stress 
can damage melanocytes, or hair cells. 
The damaged cells then have trouble 
producing pigment, which keeps hair its 
original color. Wickless said. When the 
pigment disappears, the hair turns white, 
gray or silver, she said. 

Diet and smoking can eventually affect 
hair color too. Wickless said. Obama, who 
has smoked in the past, has said he’s been 
trying to the kick the habit but admitted 
earlier this month that he’s sneaked a few 
puffs. 

And Obama, 47, like other presidents 
before him, is at the age that men typically 
start graying. Wickless said. 

“Most men go gray in their mid-40s 
and continue graying into their 50s,” she 
said. 

“It could be the age group we are looking 
at. But I’m sure the stress of the presidency 
doesn’t help matters.”

2 kids die after

A mother left her four young children home 
alone Sunday to watch her boyfriend play in a 
pool tournament, returning early Monday to 
find two daughters dead in a fire that started 
in the family’s Marquette Park basement 
residence, law enforcement sources said.

Carla Gonzalez, 9, and her sister Perla, 6, 
died in the blaze, school officials said. 

The fire, which began around i a.m., is 
being classified as accidental, probably 
caused by an electrical overload.

Department spokesman Larry Langford 
said. It started in the basement, where the 
victims’ bodies were found, he said. 

Next-door neighbor Denorris Williams, 
31, said he returned from a friend’s home 
early Monday when he saw smoke pouring 
from his neighbor’s first-floor bathroom 
window and heard a boy crying that he 
wished he had a telephone to call his 
mother. 

Williams called 911 and then ran next 
door to ring the doorbell, hoping to wake 
anyone else still inside the home.

B DENVER Investigators toolc pliotos 
and measurements at tlie cliarred 
wreclcage of a Continental Airlines jet 
Monday, searching for clues about why the 
plane veered off a runway and skidded into 
a shallow ravine. 

The twin-engine Boeing 737-500 still sat 
in a shallow, snow-covered ravine where 
it came to rest after its aborted takeoff 
Saturday at Denver International Airport. 

National Transportation Safety Board 
investigators made preliminary reviews 
of the cockpit voice recorder and the 
flight data recorder on Sunday, agency 


spokesman Peter Knudson said. 

No information has been released, but 
Knudson said “we do have good data” 
from the recorders. 

Investigators planned to interview the 
captain and the first officer later Monday 
Both had clean safety records with the 
Federal Aviation Administration, FAA 
spokesman Ian Gregor said. 

The latest accident forced the 115 
passengers and crew aboard Flight 1404 to 
flee through emergency exits as the plane 
burned. The entire right side of the jet was 
burned, and melted plastic from overhead 


compartments dripped onto the seats. 

Thirty-eight people suffered injuries, 
including broken bones. Officials weren’t 
sure whether injuries were caused by the 
impact or the evacuation. 

Passenger Kristina Beagle, 22, of 
Houston told CBS’ “Early Show” that she 
thought the plane was close to takeoff 
speed and felt like it was in the air before 
it slammed along the ground. 

“It was like we were in a movie,” she 
said. “People were screaming and once I 
heard the people scream, I realized, oh, my 
gosh, we’re crashing.”

5 convicted 
in N.J. plot 

□ CAMDEN, NJ. Five Muslim 
immigrants were convicted 
Monday of plotting to massacre 
U.S. soldiers at Ft. Dix in a case 
that tested the FBI’s post-Sept. 
II strategy of infiltrating and 
breaking up terrorist conspira- 
cies in their earliest stages. 

The men could get life in 
prison when they are sentenced 
in April. 

The five, who lived in and 
around Philadelphia for years, 
were found guilty of conspiring to 
kill U.S. military personnel. But 
they were acquitted of attempted 
murder, after prosecutors 
acknowledged the men probably 
were months away from an attack 
and did not necessarily have a 
specific plan. Four defendants 
also were convicted of weapons 
charges. 

The federal jury deliberated 
for 38 hours over six days. 

“These criminals had 
the capacity and had done 
preparations to do serious and 
grievous harm to members of our 
military,” Ralph Marra, the acting 
U.S. attorney for New Jersey, said 
after the verdict. 

But some Muslim leaders in 
New Jersey disputed that. 

“I don’t think they actually 
mean to do anything,” said 
Mohamed Younes, president of 
the American Muslim Union. “I 
think they were acting stupid, 
like they thought the whole thing 
was a joke.”

Disgraced investor 
enjoyed the high life

In his rise to the top, Bernard Madoff always 
stayed just under the radar. 

He owns shares of two jets, both in the 
name of a private aviation company He has 
a penthouse in Manhattan, an oceanfront 
home in the Hamptons and a dwelling in 
Palm Beach, Fla., but by the standards of the 
business circles he moves in, they aren’t con- 
spicuous. His 55-foot fishing boat, “Bull,” is 
similarly modest. 

There’s nothing modest about his current 
situation. Madoff— who was arrested Dec. 
II amid allegations he operated a $50 bil- 
lion Ponzi scheme— 
recently was ordered 
by a judge to remain 
under 24-hour sur- 
veillance and not 
leave his Manhattan 
apartment. 

During a Wall 
Street career that 
began in i960 and 
ended Dec. 10 when he allegedly confessed 
about the Ponzi scheme to his two sons, 
Madoff attained fame and fortune with his 
connections, ingenious marketing and a care- 
fully cultivated image. Referred to as “Uncle 
Bernie” by friends and investors, he was chair- 
man of the Nasdaq Stock Market, trustee for 
numerous charities and a legend at country 
clubs from Palm Beach to Long Island. 

Madoff, now 70, also was highly private and 
sometimes uncomfortable in social settings, 
according to friends, colleagues and investors. 
He could be gruff to the people who gave him 
money to invest, threatening to expel those 
who asked too many questions. 

“There is this image of Bernie as this really 
outgoing, sweet guy with all these accolades,” 


DE-FRIENDED 

Facebook removed a page dedicated to 
Bernard Madoff on Monday after some 
users posted comments complimenting 
and jeering his alleged $50 billion fraud, a 
spokesman said. The page, which described 
Madoff s interests as “destroying wealth,” 
claimed 1,226 fans, bloomberg 


said Richard Spring, one of Madoff ’s unoffi- 
cial sales agents in Florida. “But he’s actually 
fairly quiet and almost uncomfortable around 
other people.” 

Throughout the 1990s, Bernard L. Madoff 
Securities— the firm Madoff built on Wall 
Street— rode the bull market in stocks. Madoff 
once sprang for a weekend in Montauk for 
most of the firm’s more than 200 employees 
in NewTbrk, including hotel rooms, a beach 
party, lobster dinner and touch football. 

Few of those employees knew much about 
Madoff ’s side business, managing money 
While accessible to his trading clients, 
Madoff was elusive to the individual investors 
whose money he managed. While some met 
him briefly on the golf course or at occasional 
social gatherings, Madoff had an unspoken 
rule that he wouldn’t discuss investments in 
social settings, according to investors. 

As Madoff ’s reputation and cash pile grew, 
so did his lifestyle. He took vacations in 
southern France, according to two friends. 
His home in Palm Beach is tucked behind 
groomed hedges and palm trees. 

But that all came toppling down in an 
alleged fraud that may end up costing inves- 
tors $50 billion. Prosecutors say Madoff was 
operating a massive Ponzi scheme, in which 
original investors are paid off by those who 
join later. Investors included a charity of 
director Steven Spielberg, ap contributed.

BEARS STILL IN PLAYOFF PICTURE 
AFTER THRILLING OT VICTORY

Robbie Gould kicked a 3 8 -yard field goal 
with 11:28 left in overtime and the Bears 
overcame frigid conditions and the Green 
Bay Packers for a 20-17 victory Monday 
night to stay in the running for the play- 
offs. 

The Bears’ Alex Brown blocked Mason 
Crosby’s 38-yard field-goal attempt with 18 
seconds left in regulation to preserve a 17- 
17 tie and send the game into overtime. 

The temperature at Soldier Field was 
announced at 2 degrees, making it the 
coldest home game in Bears’ history since 
records started being kept in 1963. The 
wind chill was 13 below, the second lowest 
in recorded team annals, so the longtime 
rivals known for their ability to play in cold 
weather were tested by the elements. 

Kyle Orton hit a 17-yard pass to Greg 
Olsen and a 15-yard penalty on Green Bay’s 
Aaron Rouse for a horse collar tackle gave 
the Bears the ball at the Green Bay 35 in 
overtime. A third-down pass of 14 yards to 
Matt Forte got it to the Green Bay 20 to 
set up the winning kick— Gould’s second 
straight game-winner in overtime. 

Forte came up big in the end after being 
held to 20 yards rushing through the first 
three quarters. 

Trailing 17-10, the Bears had just taken 
over at their 49 when Forte broke off a 28- 
yard run around the left side and followed 
that with an 8-yarder, putting the ball on 
the Packers 15. On fourth down at the 4, 
he plowed through for a first down. Green 
Bay decided not to challenge the spot, and 
Forte ran it in for the tying touchdown. 

The Packers then took over on the 
Bears 35 after a 28 -yard kickoff return by 
Will Blackmon and an unnecessary rough- 
ness penalty against Adrian Peterson after

he stepped out of bounds. Green Bay then 
drove to the 20, before Crosby’s field goal 
got blocked with 18 seconds left. 

The Packers were leading 14-10 through 
three quarters after Aaron Rodgers threw 
for 226 yards and two touchdowns. 

Rodgers hit Greg Jennings midway 
through the second quarter to break a 
scoreless tie and added a 17-yarder to 
Ryan Grant that made it 14-3 later in the 
period as the Packers heated up on a frigid 
night. 

With their playoff hopes flickering, the 
Bears made it a four-point game on Kyle 
Orton’s 3 -yard pass to Greg Olsen early 
in the third quarter after Brad Maynard’s 
punt deflected off a Green Bay player, 
keeping the drive going. 

But Charles Woodson picked off Kyle 
Orton near midfield and returned it to the 
Bears 30 late in the third. 

That set up a Mason Crosby 28 -yard 
field goal, and with the Bears in Green Bay 
territory, Nick Collins picked off Orton at 
the II. 

The Bears’ (9-6) big breaks came over 
the weekend, with NFC North leader 
Minnesota losing along with Dallas, 
Tampa Bay and Philadelphia. 

That kept the Bears in the running for 
both the division title and a wild-card 
berth, but on a frozen field, both teams 
had trouble warming up.

Daley tours Wrigley 


With temperatures hovering near zero Monday 
and the city of Chicago closing down its park dis- 
trict ice-skating rinks due to the extreme cold, 
Mayor Daley toured the ice rink at Wrigley Field 
in advance of the NHL Winter Classic. 

The game on New Year’s Day will pit the 
Blackhawks, the NHLs hottest team with seven 
straight victories, against the defending Stanley 
Cup champ Detroit Red Wings. 

There was a bit of a different look to the 
Friendly Confines as Daley walked around the 
temporary rink, with snow piled high and the 
traditional ivy on the outfield walls hibernating 
for the winter. 

“As the first hockey game to be played at 
Wrigley Field, this game is already part of 
Chicago sports history,” Daley said.

On boxing vs. wrestling: 

“Boxing and wrestling are 
as different as fencing 
and rugby, except that 
you’re in a ring with four 
corners. Boxing, you go 
in there to inflict as much 
damage as possible, 
without anybody trying 
to see your punches. For 
me, with 15, 16 years of 
boxing training, it took 
a month to unlearn it all 
[for the filming of The 
Wrestler’]. It takes these 
guys five, seven years to 
learn how to fall the right 
way, to take the slams. 
First time somebody 
threw me up, I was in 
the [expletive] doctor’s 
office and couldn’t move 
my [expletive] back, my 
vertebrae [expletive] got 
all [expletive] exploded. 
Then it was the knee; then 
it was the neck. It gave me 
a new kind of respect for a 
sport I had no respect for.’’ 

On starting over: 

“For a while there [in the 
dark years before The 
Wrestler’] I needed ... to 
get away, to just ... I had 
too much crap going on 
in my life. I just needed to 
step away, and the boxing 
helped, and I continued 
with the therapy, and 
cleaning house, let’s say. 
And starting over again. I 
didn’t know it was going 
to take me 13 years, but 
what are you going to 
do. I was really bad for a 
long time, and it wasn’t 
anybody’s fault except

Awards buzz, comeback 
surround Rourke*s new role

The eyes are the same. Say what you will about Mickey 
Rourke’s face— ravaged by time, battered by boxing and 
altered by who knows what else — but his eyes haven’ t changed. 
They still have the live-wire flash, moving from cocky charm 
to wounded pride to raw pain in an instant. Watching those 
eyes brings to mind the Mickey Rourke who once was, the 
guy from “Diner” and “The Pope of Greenwich Village” and 
“Tear of the Dragon,” the Brando of the early ’80s. 

In “The Wrestler,” which opens Thursday, Rourke makes 
what is likely his last best go at regaining the respect and 
acclaim he walked away from to pursue a boxing career, a 
last shot at a comeback after years of self-destructive behav- 
ior and forgettable movies. Rourke’s role as a once top-billed 
professional wrestler now struggling even for gigs in high 
school gymnasiums and grappling with age, injuries and per- 
sonal demons was tailored specifically to the actor. 

“People have asked me for a long time, ‘What’s the best 
movie you ever made?’ ” Rourke says during a recent inter-

mmmi Years removed from his glory days 
as a professional wrestler, Randy “The Ram” 
Robinson (Mickey Rourke) works in a grocery 
store and nurses a crush on a stripper (Marisa 
Tomei). With the opportunity for a rematch 
20 years after his bout with the Ayatollah, 
the Ram works to get into fighting shape and 
attempts to reconnect with his estranged 
daughter (Evan Rachel Wood). 

The buzz: There are more than a few 
parallels between the self-destructive Ram

That could be why there’s already 
lots of talk about him not just landing a best 
actor Oscar nod, but maybe even winning. 
The verdict: A strong shot at becoming 
a sports movie classic. The plot of “The 
Wrestler” doesn’t go anywhere unexpected, 
but Rourke discovers surprising depth in a 
man that has plenty going on underneath 
his tough exterior. Great stories are all in the 
details, and “The Wrestler” feels so rich and 
lived-in that its standard setups turn into 
universal truths.

Director Darren Aronofsky, himself mak-

“We met at a restaurant for lunch and he 
told me how I’d screwed up my career for 15 
years,” Rourke says, “and I agreed with him.

Where he’s been 

This isn’t Mickey Rourke’s first take at a comeback. He’s siowiy 
been making his way back for years. There were smaii roies in 
fiims made by friends, scene-steaiing turns in Sean Penn’s “The 
Piedge’’ and “The Rainmaker’’ for Francis Ford Coppoia (who eariier 
directed Rourke in one of his most iconic roies in “Rumbie Fish’’). 
Then Rourke ianded supporting parts for Tony Scott in “Man on 
Fire’’ and “Domino,” aiongside appearances in Robert Rodriguez’s 
“Once Upon a Time in Mexico” and “Sin City.” That roie in “Sin City,” 
in particuiar, as a brokenhearted enforcer named Marv, brought 
Rourke a new ievei of exposure and acciaim, in some ways setting 
the stage for his fuii return in “The Wrestier.” l.a. times 


He said he had a project he’d like to do with 
me but he couldn’t raise any money because 
of the state of my career. He said, ‘If I work 
with you, you have to do everything I say and 
you can never disrespect me on the set. And 
I can’t pay you.’ And I thought. And he’s got 
{guts] too. This is my kind of guy’ ” 

Following months of weight training and 
learning the ins-and-outs of wrestling, Rourke 
had added an extra 46 pounds of muscle to 
his already imposing frame in preparation 
for the part of Randy “The Ram” Robinson. 
Aronofsky allowed Rourke to rewrite much 
of his dialogue, revising it to match his own 
emotions and experiences. When Randy the 
Ram delivers a touchingly sincere speech to 
the crowd— about how much their support 
and being a player in the wrestling ring has 
meant to him— before the film’s climactic 
match, Rourke says the words express his 
own feelings toward Hollywood. 

The onetime bad boy actor known for 


being difficult on set and his taste for hard 
and lavish living has spent years in therapy 
while staying in cheap apartments, coming 
to terms with his personal and professional 
failures. The triumph of his turn in “The 
Wrestler” is made all the better by acknowl- 
edging just how far he had fallen. 

“Look, I had a career and I threw it away,” 
says Rourke, whose past includes an arrest 
on spousal abuse charges, which were later 
dropped, and aDUI. “I wasn’t accountable for 
anything and I didn’t take responsibility I was 
unprofessional. There were things I blamed 
on the system or other people but it was 
Mickey Rourke who screwed everything up, 
not Hollywood or any director or producer. 

“Not until I lost everything in my life that 
meant anything to me that I loved or cared 
about, could I look in the mirror and go, ‘It’s 
you.’ When you’re finally able to do that, 
you’re in a lonely, dark place, because only 
you can get you out of that.”
